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HERMAN KCHLMAII, Assistant District Attorney, Parish of Orleans, advised that he. is familiar 
ft with David FERRIS from his past experience as a nevs reporter. KQhifLAN said he prepared a 
feature story on FEPiUE 1 5 activities several years ago. He advised that he heard that 
PERRIS vas mentioned in connection rrith being associated with LEE HARVST OSWALD, and he 
talked to JACK ILARTIN,. a private investigator 77 ho "refreshed his memory" about Ferrie. 

Based upon these facts, the District Attorney 1 s office instituted an investigation involv- 
ing FERRIE » He ad vised -that FERRIE vas interviewed by «nenbers of the District Attorney* s 
staff and denied knowing LEE Harvey OSVrALD or having any information about OSWALD* s being 
in the Civilian Air Patrol.

An unknormi colice officer 
had told the intelligence Division of the Lev/ Orleans Police De oart.nsnt that he was in 
the Civil Air Pnoroi vith LEE RAf.VEI GET? AID and /that Fm?BI& knew 03 FALL.
